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MEXICAN TROOPS 


Machine Gunners Help 
Rebels in Battle.

Guaymas, Sonora, Mexico, Nov. 13. 


—([Delayed.J—A band of Yaquis, 509 


or more, yesterday attacked the camp 
of the Twentieth regiment of Mexicana 
federal troops and part of the Twenty- 
ninth battalion at Las Arenas, east of 
Ortiz. The Indians drove the outposts 
and then the €nain body of the federal 
army back on the camp line. Severa! 
hundred reserves were rushed hurried- 
ly to the scene of the battle. After 
more than two hours of continuous 
battling the Yaquis withdrew, taking 
their dead with them. The Twentieth 


_ regiment suffered heavily. Maj. Lean- 


Grea Fierro Quinones and eight other 
officers were killéd, as were- numerous 
soldiers. The other forces are said to 
have suffered more severely, but their 
casualties were not reported. 

Among the Yaqui forces were sev- 
€ral white men, who, it is believed by 
the federal army, were Americans. One 
of these handled a machine gun with 
deadly effect. 

500 Soldiers Missing. — 

As the force of about 500 men, which 
went into the Yaqui valley on the 
north over ten days ago have not 
been heard from, it is feared here they 
are surrounded by Indians. 

It was reported here that a battle 
was being fought west of Mazatan 
today by the same forces that met 
the Indians in the battle above re 
ported. 

This is the third battle of conse- 


quence between the Yaquis and fed- 


erals since the uprising on Sept. 12. 
In all three quife a number of federal 
soldiers and officers were killed. 
Owing to the résistance and activity 
of the Yaquis, more troops have been 


ordered to Sonora, and Gen. Alvaro 
. Obregon has been given command of 


the movement of all military trains. 
With Gen. Obregon’s return, a move- 
ment of large bodies of troops against 
the Indians is expected. 

Part of the report of the battle at 
Las Arenas, rendered by the command- 
ing officer, i@ true, indicates that the 
movement in the Bacatete mountains 
and adjoining mountainous territory is 
more than an insurrection of the 
Yaquis. The report says: 

“The Indians numbered over 500, 
consisting of infantry and cavalry. 
Among them were many whites. The 
Indians retired in the direction of 
Agua Caliente.” 

As the soldiers In the Mexican army 
are all either Indians or half breeds, 
with the exceptian of the officers, the 
“ whites’ can scarcely be other than 
Americans, according to Megican 


officers. Another shipment of contra- 


band rifles and 50,000 rounds of car- 
tridges was discovered two days ago 
attempting to cross the United States 
border in the night. It is believed 
they were destined for the Yaquis. 
Revolt in Chihuahua Reported. 
El Paso, Tex., Nov. 14.—(4)—Despite 
emphatie official denials, rumors per- 
sisted in Juarez tonight that a serious 
revolutionary movement is developing 
in the state of Chihuahua and along 
the northern border of Mexico. 
Mexican officials scoffed at the rumor 
that 700 men were prepared to take 
Juarez on short notice as soon as a 


Mezican troops stationed at Las 
Arenas were attacked by Yaqui rebels 


and suffered heavy losses in a two 
hour battle. Whites in the Indians’ 


were declared by Mexican officers to 


be Americans. 


Despite denials of Juarez authorities 
regarding movements of revolutionists 
in Chihuahua it was learned from a 
reliable source that a former follower 
of Adolfo de la Huerta was in E] Paso 
several days ago recruiting men to 
lake part in a revolutionary movement. 
Lack of money is said by former 
rebel leaders to be responsible for the 
failure of several well planned revolu- 
tions, and this time they declare suf- 
ficient funds are available to carry out 
any plans which may be formed. 


Villa Follower Crosses Border. 


Gen. Nicolas Fernandez, former 
member of the staff of Gen. Francisco 
{Pancho} Villa, is reported as leader of 
a smal] band of rebels which crossed 
the border about 30 miles east of El 
Paso on Nov. 1. Gen. Fernandez’s 
party consisted of ten men, ail 
mounted, and well armed, it was re- 
ported in Juarez. They carried two 
machine guns. The party was well 
supplied with money, a former Villa 
follower, now residing in El Paso, said. 
It is believed that Gen. Fernandez is 
planning to recruit former followers of 
Villa in Chihuahua and enlist their aid 
in a revolutionary movement. 

Mexican residents of El Paso inter- 
pret as a virtual admission that a rebel 
plot is on foot a statement attributed 
to Gen. Lopez, commander at Juarez,

CLERICALISM IN POLITICS. 
Mr. Hugh Magill’s query addressed to the head 
of the Lllinois division of the AntiSaloon league 
raises an issue broader than this state and deeper 
than its politics. Mr. Magill is general secretary 
of the International Council for Religious Educa- 
tion as well as a man thoroughly acquainted with 
the political conditions of this sovereign common- 
wealth and his searching interrogation cannot be 
dismissed, as might otherwise be convenient, as & 
shaft of the ungodly. Furthermore, Mr. Magill, as 
be has shown in his public career, is a@ man of 
courage as well as high conscience and is not 
likely to be quieted by that fear of the odium 
theologicum which, we suspect, checks much of 
the protest in the churches against clericalism in 
practical politics. 

Mr. Magill, it is to be noted, is interested in 
religious education as well as in clean politics, 
and it is not surprising that he is concerned over 
the relations of the Anti-Saloon league—which has 
im Illinois a bishop for president and a minister 
for secretary and political manager—with the 
forces and personalities dominating at this time 
the politics ahd government of Illinois. We know 
of nothing in our public life more influential to 
defeat religious education than alliance between 
the Small-Lundin régime and an organization offi- 
cered and directed by clergymen and claiming to 
represent the church people of this state. The) 
Rev. Mr. Safford has accused one protesting clergy- 
man of unpractical idealism because the latter 
would not shut his eyes to the issue of official 
integrity raised in the senatorial contest. The 

- Rev. Mr. Safford also has announced to Mr. Magill 
himself his belief in “ practical politics.” If there 
is to be any standard of public morality in our 
politics, these matters challenge the civic con- 
science. 

But the question of clean politics is but one 
phase of the Mtuation developed by the Anti- 
Saloon league in LUlinois. There is another, as 
we have suggested above, and it concerns ghe 


whole nation. We are told that the churches m 
enter the arena of politics on behalf of public 
morality, that clergymen, as clergymen, as leaders 
of their congregations, as professional, official rep- 
resentatives of religion, must undertake to make 
righteousness prevail in politics and government. 
* ‘Therefore we have clerical organizations, and or- 
ganizations formed and directed by ministers of 
the gospel, actively engaged in polftics, lobbying 
for legislation, establishing themselves as perma-- 
nent agencies for influencing legislators and execu- 
tives and even courts, and sometimes engaging 
directly in the activities of law enforcement. 

It has seemed to THE TRIBUNE, and despite the 
certainty of misinterpretation and unjust innu- 
endo THe TRIBUNE has said, that this is a per- 
version of the priestly function and in effect pro 
duces that confusion of the distinction between 
church and state which has had the deplor- 
able consequences to both in past times. ‘It has 
been and is our theory of the function of the 
clerygman that he should teach and fMuminate re- 
ligious truths, that he should labor with the con- 
science of men to make them better and thus to 

« {mduce right conduct in private and public life. 
We do not think it is the function of the clergy 
to become politicians, to organize political action, 
to dictate as commanders of political force what 
they conceive to be good legislation or efficient ad- 
ministration or wise policy. 

These we conceive to be the function of the 
citizen as a citizen and not the function of the 
priest as a priest. Likewise, it is not the function 
of a church as a church, or of church members 
‘a@@ a religious organization, to enter the political 
arena and-undertake political action. When they 
do so they confuse the wise distinction of church 
and state and they prepare consequences, as 
human experience has repeatedly demonstrated, 
which are demoralizing to both religion and gov- 
ernment. . 

‘We need not tmrn to the past for fiustration. 
We have before us at this moment an unfortunate 
example in the sorry exhibition of muddled moral- 
ity presented by the Anti-Saloon league's “ prac- 
tical politics.” Here we have not only an filus 
tration of what happens to the minister of the 
gospel who undertakes to force politica] results by 
political means, but we also will have presently a 
reaction upon the public mind and especially upon 
the mind of youth which will be profoundly injuri- 
ous to the influences of the clergy and the church 
within their own proper spheres. For certainly it 

_ will be asked: If clergymen justify their entrance 
into politics on the gfound that it is necessary to 
make righteousness prevail, if they are to under- 
take the organization for political action of church 
members on the ground that they cannot rely 
upon thetr church members to act righteously as 
citizens, how ts it consistent with these claims that 
political expediency be adopted in place of con- 
science? If the clergyman in politics is to hold 
that the end justifies the means, if he asks us to 

_ believe that to force what he conceives to be moral 
conduct upon others by political authority he is 
justified in ignoring principle, on what grounds is 
he to ask from us any sacrifice of selfish interest 
for principle, or adherence to any other standard 
in public or private conduct than that of ex- 

pediency ? 

We hold with a higher authority than any 
clerical reformer that the things of Caesar should

A HARBOR PLAN 
FOR CHICAGO. 


On Sunday THe Trrseune presented in outline a 
plan for the development of the port of Chicago. 
The plan was prepared by E. M. Antrim, chief of 
THE TRIBUNE’Ss traffic department. Because of the 
importance of the subject, Mr. Antrim'’s recom- 
mendations have been brought out in booklet form 
with accompanying maps and diagrams, and may, 
be obtained from THE TRIBUNE’s public service 
office. 


Neither THe Trreune nor the author of the plan 
believes it is the last word in the matter. We main- 
tain, however, that it is the best plan that has 
been brought forward thus far, because it ap- 
proaches the problem with an eye to realities. Mr. 
Antrim has not made recommendations {5 Chi- 
cago based on the experience of Antwerp, New 
York, Galveston, or Duluth; he has started with an 
analysis of freight movements from, to, and 
through Chicago, and his plan, accordingly, is built 
to meet Chicago’s special needs. 

The plan proposes seven separate harbor devel- 

opments to accommodate lake traffic, barge traffic, 
and their mutual interchange, as well as ,inter- 
change with the railreads. Local delivery is, of 
course, provided for as well. The plan lays espe- 
cial emphasis on railroad interchange. The water- 
ways cannot serve the nation as they should unless 
shipments can be routed partly by water and part- 
ly by rail, with Chicago as one of the points of 
transfer. From the point of view of Chicago in- 
dustries which are not located on the waterways, 
the transfer of water borne shipments to freigttt 
cars for delivery at industrial sidetracks is of great 
importance. 
The new plan is less grandiose than some of its 
predecessors. It calls for no vast expenditures for 
docks and warehouses which will rot in disuse be- 
cause they were not planned to meet traffic re 
quirements. The plan takes into account the pres- 
ent harbor facilities of Chicago. It does not pro- 
pose, as some of its predecessors have, the crea- 
tietl’ of a vast industrial harbor at the mouth of 
the river to add to the congestion in the most con- 
gested section of the city. It recognizes the dis- 
tinction between bulk and package freight. It does 
not hamper individual initiative, but rather smooths 
the way for individual initiative to make the most 
of Chicago’s strategic position at the nation’s cross- 
roads. 

Tue TrIBune offers the plan for the considera- 
tion of industrial, commercial, and civic leaders.

‘ITALY JOINS THE 
ASIATICS. 


Mussolini pushed his new defense of the realm 
act through his chamber of deputies virtually with- 
@t discussion, to say nothing of dissent. The new 
law makes political opposition to fascism a crime. 
Severe punishment awaits any one caught speak- 
ing or writing in criticism of the government. 
From three to ten years in prison is the penalty 
for attempting to reconstitute any of the opposi- 
tion parties, all of which have been dissolved. 
From two to five years awaits any one caught 
belonging to these parties. Death is the penalty 
for treason and espionage and these crimes are 
loosely defined. The courts which will administer 
e la@ are courts martial. In short, Mussolini ts 
the absolute monarch of Italy whose lightest word 
is a command. To oppose him means imprison- 
ment and perhaps death. 

Only one change was made in the draft of the 
new law before its enactment. Originally, Musso- 
lini asked for a prison term of from five to fifteen 
years for any one who sent abroad false infer- 
mation or information regarding Italy which even 
though true might injure Italian credit. That 
section was dropped. - It was intended apparently 
to muzzle foreign correspondents and perhaps for- 
eign travelers in Italy, to make them as sub- 
servient to faseism as the Italian people them- 
selves: We believe it is highly significant that at 
this point Mussolini’s courage failed him. He knew 
that the first attempt to enforce such a law would 
solidify opposition to him in every enlightened 
country in the world. It might injure Italian credit 
abroad more than anything which the newspaper 
men might write. He probably foresaw that some 
of the foreign newspaper men in Italy would defy 
him. The incident suggests that ff the Italian peo- 
ple preferred constitutional liberty to a dictatorship 
Mussolini would not dare be the hard-boiled egg 
he is. The existence of a @ictator in the modern 
world except in times of greatest emergency ar- 
gues political incompetence in the people he rules. 
A nation which cannot maintain what we com- 
monly think of as a free government can scarcely 
avoid drifting into either anarchy or a dictatorship. 
*“ Italy tried both. Mussolini came on the scene 
to rescue his country from the disintegration of 
communism, and he did the job well, but instead 
of relaxing the severity of his government, once 
the emergency was passed, he has steadily fortified 
his dictatorship. He has removed Italy from the 
western world with its tradition of freedom and 
transported it to Asta and absolutism.

ATR EXPRESS. 
{Indianapolis News.] 

The rapid advance of American air transport in the 
last few months received new impetus recently when 
one of the country’s large express companies signed 
a contract for two air express routes, one from New 
York to Chicago and one from Chicago to Dallas. 

In explaining his decision the president of the ex- 
press company said: “The demand of American 
commerce for the quickest possible transportation 
service at all times is responsible for the innovation.” 
The advance was made’ to meet a demand, not to 
experiment with a view to creating a demand. This 
fact is significant in the history of air transportation. 
It has passed beyond the business experimental] stage 
and reached the point where pioneers in air carrying 
service can anticipate with reasonabie certainty 
revenue to be derived from new ventures. 

The federal government's new policy of letting air 
mail contracts to private airways companies has 
acted as a timely stimulant. With an air mail income 
to work on, a number of companies have already 
found it possible to reach out into new territory and 
meet the demand for genera! transportation service. 
The matter has been well handled. The government 
demonstrated the possibilities of scheduled flights. 
The proportion of accidents to mileage in the air 
mail service has been surprisingly low. Safe, quick 
transportation by air is no longer an enthusiast’s 
dream. It is here to stay, and fortunate are the

STUDIES IN COLDS. 

N order to gain knowledge of coryza 

or the common cold, Dr..D. F. Smily 

investigated the record of the student 

body at Cornell for twelve years. The 
record of 1918 was not considered. The 
average attendance was around 4,000. He 
counted sore throats, nose colds, ordinary 
bronchitis and laryngitis—briefly, the or- 
dinary minor infections of the respira- 
tory tract. 

The season of colds was December, Jan- 
uary, February and March. In four of 
the twelve years the highest rate was 
in January. Others have found October 
to have the highest rate for nose colds 
and November for sore throats. Every 
one is agreed that the peak for pneu- 
monias comes later, in February or 
March. 

The climate and location, and possibly 
the age of the people under observa- 
tion, influence the location of the peak 
as between the months. For instance, 
in New Orleans the probability is that 
colds are not more prevalent in October 
than they are in Chicago in September. 
In a group of 6,700 students of Cornell 
a drop, of ten degrees in temperature 
caused an average increase of eighteen 
cases of colds in the student body. Dr. 
Dublin has previously reported that ex- 
posure to warm air and then a change 
to cold air taused a person to catch 
cold. He found that this change caused 
the membranes of the nose to become 
anemic, moist and distended and, in that 
way, predisposed to infections. 

Dr. Smily corroborates Dr. Dublin in 
the opinion that change from warn: to 
cold air is a contributing cause of colds. 
Dr. Smily found that getting wet and 
other exposures to.moisture also pre- 
disposed to colds. Dr. Dublin was not 
so sure about that. 

Dr. Smily found there was a definite 
relationship between sunlight on the one 
hand and clouds and darkness on the 
other to infection with colds. Dr. Dub- 
lin’s study did not cover that point. pr. 
Smily found that students who got a lot 
of sunlight tn winter were less subject 
to colds by reason of that fact. He 
did some speculating as to why colds 
were so prevalent in the short, dark 
days of midwinter. A possible expla- 
nation is the fact that the foods we 
eat in winter are poor in some vitamins. 
The cows are stall fed and eat stored 
hay. In consequence, then, milk is poor 


in vitamins. The hens are housed and 
they lay eggs poor in vitamins. . 
Possibly a way out of the menace of 
‘the common cold will be the general use 
of raying machines in winter. We may 
ray cows, hens and students. Maybe 
ma and pa will get rayed also.

I have catarrh all over my 
system, especially in the nose and 
throat. I am rather constipated, and my 
face is covered with pimples and black- 
heads. 

I am 21 now, 5 feet tall, and weigh 96 
pounds. I am fairly large boned. I 
work in one of the downtown stores, and 
the air is*poor, as I work in the base- 
ment. I am leaving all this—home and 
work—for better conditions. I would be 
much obliged if you would give me a list 
of foods which would help me bring my 
welght and strength to normal ‘Would 
you advise fasting for a few days before 
starting on a different diet? 

REPLY. 

You are doing very well if you have gained 
24 pounds in two years. If you live in a 
reasonably sensible manner you should be 
up to standard weight in a few years. Eat 
staple foods such as meat, bread, vegetables 
and fruit: Two bowls of milk and crackers 
a day will do much to fatten you. Plenty 
of sleep and regular habits do more than 
dieting in fattening underweight people. Cold 
baths—water and air baths, and plenty of 
good, fresh, cool air should break your ten-

What to Serve with Venison. 


Here is the letter that suggested our 
title: “ Would you kindly send me the 
menu for an elk dinner? My husband. 
brought home some meat and I am 
asking your advice in reference to 
what to serve it with.” : 

My advice on elk can have but little 
value, but I do know that potato soup 
used to be served with such game 
and many different sauces were made 
to enhance the meat, which is, of 
course, big venison, but not so good as 
deer meat, and no matter what the 
sauce, currant jelly accompanied it. 
When if was venison steaks a chest- 
nut puree was served, and the fa- 
yore vegetable, seemingly, was sau- 
tée cucumber. 

The recipes for venison given in 
“The International Cook Book,” by 
Filippini, long famous as a Delmonico 
Filippi, long famous as a Delmonico 
cook, sustain the idea about the jelly 
and the cucumber. He give8 seventeen 
recipes for cooking venison—with the 
menus. But menus of that day had 
many more items than do menus 
today; with fish and two or three kinds 
of meat, though closing rather’abrupt- 
ly after the roast when Filippini pre- 
pared them. He marinated yenison 
steaks, but sq hé did beef in 
what amounted to a French dressing 
with onion and several other season-
